NEW YORK, May 30.—More amazing 
than any of the disclosures before the 
Armstrong Legislative Committee of 
corruption and fraud in the manage- 
ment of large life insurance companies 
was testimony just given before the 
Special grand jury. 

It was conclusively shown that. the 
policy holders of the Mutual Life have 
‘been robbed of sums which may exceed 
$5,000,000 in the aggregate, through the 
supply department alone in the past 
20 years. 

Who got these stealings is not yet 
clear; but that they went into the up- 
building of the great private fortunes 
of several men is indicated by the facts 
before the grand jury. It is expected 
that the identity of these men will be 
clearly established before the end of 
next week and that indictments will 
follow. 

It was shown that L. W. Lawrence, 
when he got an order for certain lines 
of work of the Mutual Life, sublet a 
part of it to McKibben & Son. In one 
specific case the charge for the work 
done by McKibben & Son was $1200, but 
the firm got a check from. the Mutual 
Life for $4500. As soon as the $4500 check 
arrived McKibben & Son sent their 
check. for $3300, the difference between 
the Ss and the honest charge, to 
L. W. Bmwrence. Thelatter is supposed 
to have turned the $3300 over to Andee 
Fieta&.” Jt is conchuded thatet 
the money in his legislative work, but 
this has not been legally established, 

This case of the $3300 check was mere- 
ly one of a great many which extended 
over a period of over twenty years. 

All of these bogus bills for work done 
by McKibben & Son during the past 10 
years were “O K’d" by Fields as the 
head of the supply department, passed 
tavorably by Fieids’ immediate executive 
superior in the Mutual Lite. usually 
Vice-President Walter R. _ Gillette; 
passed upon again by the Expenditures 
Committee and then paid by the casnier. 

Not only were these padued bilis paid, 
but even @ more barertaced fraud was 
perpetrated. Lawrence, or somebody 
in Lawrence's employ, kept on hand a 
stuck of blank bills of Mchibben & Son. 
Lawrence has a large printing establish- 
ment and billheads identical with those 
used by McKibben & Son were turned 
out on its presses. 


Bought Phantom Supplies. 


These blank bills were often used to 
make charges against the Mutual Life 
for absolutely fictitious supplies and 
work supposedly done by McKibben. If 
the grand jury has learned who filled out 
these bills the fact was carefully s:ife- 


guarded. 

All that could be learned was that 
these bills. like the others, were pussed 
upon by Fields, then by Vice-President 
Gillette and then by the Expenditures 
Committee. and paid by the cashier. 
These bills for the fictitious supplies 
were not receipted for in the regular 
way by McKibben & Son, but that seems 
to have been a detail which aroused no 
suspicion: whatever in the Mutual Life. 

This particular fraud, like the others, 
had been practiced many years and not 
the slightest protest was ever made by 
anybody in the Mutual Life. 

Not content with getting the money | 
of the policy holders of the Mutual Liie 
vy these means, phantom firms wele 
created on paper and rendered bills for 
ohantom supplies. One of these firms 
was Charles Parsons & Co., supposed 
jealers in advertisers’ novelties. 

One of the bookkeepers in Lawrence's 
store is named Charles E. Parsons. He 
will be called at an early date to ses 
er he knows about the firm of Charles

These bills‘for the mythical suppliés

vaced upon them his official stamp, 
which signified that the goods had been 
wrdered at the prices charged and that 
hey hed been duly received by the 
ompany. Then Vice-President Gillette 
fave the bill his O K, and, the Ex- 
yenditure Committee, composed of Rob- 
tt Olyphant, president of the Albany 
ty Susquehanna Rallroad: James C. 
dolden, peeeinens of the National Safe 
Jeposit Co.. and Charles E. Miller, a 
Sawyer of high standing, gravely met, 
erutinized the bills, affirmed their in- 
tals beneath the steno of Fields and 
Hilette and tnen passed them along 
o the cashier.

CHICAGO, May 30.—How 24 out of 31 
diseased. cattle were ‘‘passed’’ under the 
eyes of James R. Reynolds, one of 
President Roosevelt's special commis- 
sioners, was divulged today by a man 
who accompanied Reynolds to the plant 
of the Standard Slaughtering Co. This 
scene directed in a large measure the 
report of the commissioners and brought 
about the inspection bill now before 
Congress. 

Mr. Reynolds feached ‘the slaughter 
house early. Unknown to those in the 
place he made an examination of the 
cattle in the pen. Unmistakable signs of 
a hasty attempt to ‘‘clean up’’ were ap- 
parent. All the inspectors—city, State 
and Federal—were dressed in their best. 
Mr. Reynolds appeared in old clothes 
and boots, 

There were 31 cattle standing in the 
pens when he passed the place. With- 
out exception the “lumps” in their jaws, 
according to the testimony of one who 
was with him, varieq from the size of a 
cocoanut to that of a peck measure, 

Mr. Reynolds watched these cattle 
brought to the killing beds and slaugh- 
tered. 

“How many of them were condemned 
on post-mortem inspection?” he asked 
the City Inspector. after all @id been 
killed.

Health Commissioner Whalen. says 
that he visited the yards last week and 
found conditions ‘‘much improved." He 
said his inspectors had told him that 
the packers had not found any spoiled 
meat for the last six months. 

A representative of Armour said: 

“Decomposed meat in cans would ex- 
plode. Even if the meat were spoiled 
slightly the process of decomposition 
would go on in the can. Gases would 
generate and the can would blow up.” 

In reply to the charge that condemned 
ecatile are manufactured into food at the 
Standard Slaughter House, the Armour 
man said. 

**All cattle condemned on the hoof are 
nlaced in quarantine at the Standard 
Slaughter House by the owner or his 
agent. The Standard Slaughter House 
is outside the vards and it is operated 
hy the Livesteck Exchanges The con- 
demned cattle are slaughtered under the 
supervision of,three sets of inspectors 
and of Secretary Baker of the Livestock 
Exchange. Then the carcasses are fur- 
ther examined. If the progress of the 
disease has been arrested they ar sold 
for the account of the owners. If they 
are unfit for food they are tanked.”

NEW YORK, May 30.—Josephine Ter- 
raniova probably will know her fate be- 
fore Thursday night. 

The State’s insanity commission says 
she is sane and Dr. Austin Flint gave 
it as his opinion that she is shamming, 
but they did not declare their opinion 
on her mental condition at the time she 
killed her uncle and aunt. Other ex- 
perts for the State will handle this 
phase of her case Friday morning. 

If the woman has any conception of 
the sadness and horror of killing, she 
did not show it in her actions and bear- 
ing, even when Dr. Flint testified that 
in his opinion the girl positively enjoyed 
her position and took a sane pride in 
the notoriety when she told her awful 
story on the witness stand. 

Matron O’Brien of the Tombs had paid 
great attention to the girl during her 
imprisonment. Josephine had never 
talked to her of voices nor of God, she 
said. The girl had always appeared ra- 
tioral. She had improved wonderfully 
in her knowledge of the English lan- 
guage since her imprisonment. She had 
also greatly increased in weight. 

Then the first expert made his ap- 
pearance. He was Dr. John E. Weeks, 
an eye specialist. He said that he had 
found a difference in the sensibilities of 
the girl's eyes. 

“The sight of the right eye was about 
two-fifths normal,” he said. ‘The 
radius of sight in the left eye was nor- 
mal, but very much smaller than in the 
right eye.

Dr. Flint was asked a thousand-word 
hypothetical question. It recounted 
the main circumstances of the Terra- 
nova girl’s life, and ended by asking, 
in view of these circumstances, if, in 
the opinion of the witness, the girl was 
sane or insane. 
‘“Sane,’’ replied Dr. Flint with em- 
phasis. 

“I believe that she knew that her act 
was wrong,” he continued. 
“What are your conclusions about 
her hallucinations?” asked Mr. Ely. 
“I do not believe that she had any,” 
was the reply. 

Then Dr. Palmieri took up the cross- 
examination, and after a long series of 
uestions forced the witness to admit 
that while he had said that her mental 
condition on Monday was that of a sane 
erson he had formerly admitted that 
e could not tell her mental condition 
because he had not examined her. 


Thinks She Told Untruth. 


“On the stand she was dramatic and 
emotional,””’ said the witness. “In my 
opinion she was not telling the truth.” 
The prisoner looked straight at the 
witness, with flushed face and drooping 
eyes that were fathomless. 

“You believe, then,” said Mr. Pal- 
mieri, “that when Dr. Hamilton said she 
was insane that he was mistaken?’’ 
“Oh, I did not say that,’ replied Mr. 
Flint hastily. 

The witness was made to admit that 
the girl’s mind was not normal when 
she was on the stand. 

“Still it is my belief,’’ said Dr. Flinn, 
“that when she was on the stand she 
was actually enjoying her position and 
the opportunity to tell her story. Work- 
ing for her uncle as she did would be 
likely to make her nervous, irritable, 
hysterical and melancholy, but thése 
things did not necessarily imply insan- 
i ’? 


“If a girl should hear voices, see 
spirits, and weep and brood, would she 
be sane or insane?’ asked Dr. Palieri. 
‘‘Insane,’’ replied Dr. Flint. 

Dr. Allan Mclane Hamilton said that 
he had examined Josephine Terranova 
on last Sunday. He then read a tran- 
script of the conversation he had had 
with the girl at that time. 

Among other things, he had asked her 
why the trial had been stopped, and 
why it was going on again, as usual. 

“Jerome was asleep two weeks, and 
he finally woke up and that is why I 
am here,’’ said the girl.

Patrolman Tisius Points Him

Edward A. Lanterman of Moro, III, 
wept in the Alton Police Station Wednes- 
day as he pleaded with his son, Julian 
Lanterman, 22 years old, to return with 
him to his home. The young man is 
held on a charge of larceny, having 
robbed his aunt, Mrs. Russell A. New- 
man, of $300 in his father’s home. 

The father told Lanterman that if he 
would return he would not be prose- 
cuted, as his aunt was willing to con- 
done the offense. But Lanterman, turn- 
ing his face away, said he was ashamed 
to face his mother, and that he would 
never return home until he had ex- 
piated the crime. Mrs. Lanterman is 


prostrated with griéf. 

Charles Tisius of Alton, son of Police- 
man Henry Tisius, was arrested with 
Lanterman. They confessed that they 
had committed the robbery, Lanterman 
doing the work while Tisius stood guard. 

Tisius is the same age as Lanterman. 
They were arrested Tuesday evening at 
the Alton Street Fair, surrounded by a 
bevy of young girls who were delighted 
at their lavish expenditures. The even- 
ing was well under way, and Lanterman 
and Tisius had taken the crowd of girls 
into all the attractions and were treat- 
ing them to lemonade when Policeman 
NMsius pointed out his son and Lanter- 
man to the policemen with the warrants. 

The robbery occurred last Wednes- 
day night, and was 80 daring that it 
created a great stir in the quiet town 
of Moro.

H BLOWN FROM 
BUANING ELEVATOR 


Four Hurt, One Fatally, by 
Explosion in Armour’s 
| Building. 


CHICAGO, May 30.—Fire early today 
destroyed Armour & Co.'s elevator ‘‘D,” 
Standing along a slip extending from the 
south branch of the river at Fisk 
Street, and was spread by means of 
sparks to the John Spry Lumber Co.’s 
plant yards, Twenty-second and Fisk 
Streets. 

With the elevator were destroyed l1,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, corn and oats, 

Four men employed in the elevator 
were hurt, one fatally, soon after the 
fire started, when a series of explosiong 
caused by ignition of the dust, spread 
the flames throughout the building. 

The loss was estimated roughly at 
from $500,000 to more than $1,000,000. In 
addition, 15 cars, filled yesterday with 
grain, were on the tracks by the ele- 
vator and these were destroyed. 

The building destroyed was 500 feet 
long, 200 feet wide and three stories in 
height, built of brick. It was not near 
any Other building, but the fire was of 
such extent that plants two blocks 
away were endangered. 

The men hurt in the elevator were 
watchmen and were standing near one 
of the chutes leading to the water front 
when one of the explosions blew them 
entirely out of the building. 

The power house of the Common- 
wealth Electric Co. on the west bank 
of the river caught fire and fire boats 
were sent to extinguish the flames 
there. 

The fire is believed to have been 
caused by spontaneous combustion. 

Fire Chief McDonough took charge at 
his first big fire since he succeeded 
Chief Campion.

OMAHA, Neb., May 30.—Like Shylock, 
with his judgment of a pound of flesh, 
Tinley L. Coombs has been placed in the 


dilemma of being unable to claim his 
property, awarded by the court, except 
at the risk of murder. In this instance 
the pound of flesh is a $300 diamond in 
the stomach of a self-confessed shop- 
lifter. 

Mae Thomas swallowed the diamond 
Saturday in the store of T. L. Cooms 
Co., jewelers. She appeared to be a 
woman of wealth ang the clerk was 
careless. From a tray of diamonds the 
woman removed the handsomest stone 
and concealed it in her mouth. An in- 
stant later detectives, who were follow- 
ing her from a store where a similar 
theft had been attempted, arrived here. 
To avoid being caught with the diamond 
she swallowed it. Fear of appendicitis 
wrung from the .woaman a confession 
which the police confirmed by taking an 
X-ray photograph, The negative shows 
the diamond plainly. 

“The diamond is yours,’’ said the Po- 
lice Judge to the jeweler. ‘‘Take it. But 
if you resort to a surgical operation 
against the woman’s will and sne dies, 
you can be held for murder.”’

Heart Disease Ends Life of 
Aged Pastor of Byrnes- 
ville Church. 


Soon after eating a hearty dinner 
Rev. Father Mazereno Orfei, pastor of 
St. Columbkille’s Church at Byrnes- 
ville, Jefferson County, Mo., died in 
hig bed at the parochial residence 


Tuesday night. His housekeeper, 
Adele Schober, heard him gasping and 
entered his room to find him dying. 

Dr. Denny, who was called by tele- 
Phone from Cedar Hill, four’ miles 
away, and arrived after the priest 
died, said that heart disease was the 
cause of death, and that the end had 
been expected to come in such a man- 
ner. He had been treating Father Or- 
fei for more than a year. 

Father Orfei was 70 years old and 
a native of Italy. He was stationed 
at St. Columbkille’s Church, St. Louis, 
before Italian-speaking Catholics had 
a church of their own in the city. Six 
years ago he went to Byrnesville, 
having charge of the church there 
and of the one at Houser Springs. At 
the latter place a handsome new 
church was built last year through his 
efforts. 

Last Sunday the priest officiated at 
the ceremony of blessing new bells at 
the Byrnesville Church. Father C. E. 
Byrne of Edina, formerly of St. Louis, 
was his guest and preached the morn- 
ing sermon. At vespers Father Orfei 
preached and seemed in particularty 
cheerful mood. 

He went to bed early Tuesday night, 
as he had been accustomed ta do, and 
it was not until his painful breathing 
attracted her attention that Miss 
Schober knew he was ill. She then 
called neighbors, who found him un- 
conscious.

off their bouts. 

Gov. Pennypacker’s aversion to box- 
ing and prizefighting is said te uave 
had its inception in a rather odd man- 
ner. When he was on the bench a 
few years ago, a young man was on 
trial accused of having killed anoth- 
er in a boxing bout. When the evi- 
dence was all in the Governor is said 
to have instructed the jury to bring 
in a verdict of guilty of manslaugh- 
ter. To his surprise, the jury a few 
minutes later returned a verdict of 
acquittal. Pennypacker censured it 
severely. 

The promoters of the Tuxedo Club 
announce that they will fight the case 
to the Supreme Court. Efforts have 
previously been made, especially in 
this city, to stop boxing, but every 
time the promoters have’ won. There 
have been several judicial decisions 
that boxing is legal] in this State. In 
order not to get into difficulties the 
promoters have confined their bouts 
to six rounds, each man knows before 
entering the ring what he is to re- 
ceive, therg are no titles fought for 
and no decisions aré given.

OFFICER TRIES 10 


Instead of Arrest, Constable 
Visits Victim to Plead 
for Him. 


Jacob B. Mueller, pioneer- St- Leuis 
County saloon keeper, who is in a seri- 
ous condition at his home on the live 
street road from a blow on the head 
struck in a fight with Mark Gumberts, 
Said Wednesaay that he would continue 
his fight against the so-called ‘“‘clubs” 
in St. Louis County and that he would 
prosecute Gumberts as soon as he re- 
covered. 

Gumberts, though in easy reach of 
county officials, has not been arrested. 

As Mueller, who is 53 years old, was 
about to board a Suburban car for his 
home Monday night he and Gumberts 
got into an argument on the ‘‘club’’ 
question and Mueller was struck on the 
back of the head. 

It was at first thought that Mueller 
was struck with the butt end of a re- 
volver in the hand of Gumberts, but 
Mueller says the revolver was held in 
Gumberts’ left hand, and that ‘‘knucks’”’ 
were used on him.

An alarm was quickly given and Night

the negro, but when he got off at Grat- 
tan street and Chouteau avenue Hen- 
derson was. not in sight. 

Henderson was formerly chef of the 
private car of President S@onts of the 
Clover Leaf Railroad, now chief of the 
Panama Canal. 

Dr. John Young Brown, superinten- 
dent of the hospital, was asked by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter regarding the 
responsibility for the escape.

LETTER FROM PRESIDENT 





Spanish King Reads Autograph 
Missive and Thanks the 
American People. 


MADRID, May 30.—King Alfonso re. 
ceived the special American embassy at 
the royai palace at 10:30 this morning, 
when the autograph letter of President 
Roosevelt was presented to him. The 
audience took place in the Hall of the 
Ambassadors and was surrounded by 
all the impressive formality of court 
ceremony. 

Mr. Whitridge, wearing American 
evening dress, was accompanied by 
Lieut. U. 8S. Grant, U. 8. A., and Lieut, 
Leigh C. Palmer, U. 8. N., in full uni- 
form,:and Minister Collier and the 
Staffs of the special American embassy 
and legation. The palace guard ren- 
dered honors as the Americans drove 
into the palace courtyard, and, as other 
embassies arrived at the same _ time, 
the ambassadors~and their suites made 
a brilliant picture. The Duke of Almo- 
dovar, the Foreign Minister, and the 
Duke of Sotomayor, the Grand Cham- 
berlain, received the Americans and 
conducted them through the palatial 
corridors lined by royal guards and 
halberdiers to an ante-room adjoining 
the Hall of Ambassadors, where the 
Successive embassies were received by 
the court officials. 

Then the Americans were introduceg@ 
into the magnificent royal salon where 
the King was seated on the throne un- 
der a canopy of red velvets, flanked by 
the famous golden lions... His Majesty, 
when the Americans appeared, ad- 
vanced from the throne and stood mid- 
way in the apartment. He worea bril- 
liant blue uniform, red trousers and 
high boots and held his military hat @ 
his left hand. He greeted the special 
American envoy most graciously, and, 
Speaking in perfect English, thanked 
the United States for havig sent a sp@ 


| cial mission such a distance. Mr. Whit- 
ridge handed the King a sealed letter 
from President Rooseveit, at the same 
time addressing to him the following 
message of felicitation in behalf of the 
American people: 


America’s Message. 


“Sire: The President has charged me 
in delivering this letter to give Your 
Majesty the assurance of his highest 
regard and, through him, that of the 
American people, not only for yourself. 
but for your great country, which is 
the fatherland of the larger part of the 
new world. I esteem myself most happy 
to be the bearer of the nation’s good- 
will, especially on the auspicious oc- 
casion of your marriage with the 
charming young Princess from the 
motherland of my own country. 

“All mankind, we say, sire, loves a 
lover, but in all the world there are no 
more sympathetic or sincere well wish- 
ers for long years of happiness and 
good fortune for yourself and the Prin- 
cess than among the American people, 
and, standing in this ancient kingdom, 
before the successor of Ferdinand and 
Isabella, I am bound to say youthful 
American people, whom I have the hon- 
or to represent.”’ 

The King broke the seal of President 
Roosevelt's letter, read it attentively 
and then, in a most gracious manner. 
conveyed his thanks to the President. 
in behalf of himself and the Spanish 
nation. 

The audience terminated by 
Americans withdrawing. 

Mr. Whitridge was impressed by the 
King’s unaffected cordiality and frank- 
ness. His Majesty appeared to the en- 
voy to be much taller than generally 
supposed and better looking than his 
photographs represent him to be.

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BIG FIRE SWEEPS 
EVANSVILLE, (ND 


Strong Wind Carries Sparks 
From Elevator Long Dis- 
tances to Dwellings. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., May 30.—Fire 
that threatened for a time tonight to 
wipe out the manufacturing portion of 
the city, caused a loss of between $200,- 
WOO and $250,000. 

The fire started in the sawmill of the 
Henry Maley Lumber Co. and the plant 
was totally destroyed, entailmg a4 loss 
of about $75,000, with an insurance of 
$15,000. The fire spread to the elevator 
and flour mill of the Melrose Milling Co. 
and these were destroyed, with a loss 
of $150,000, with about two-thirds in- 
surance, 

The fire being in the top of the ele- 
vator, with a strong southwest wind 
blowing, sparks were carried long dis- 
tances and at one time the roofs of 
about 50 dwellings were on fire. Bucket 
brigades saved most of them, while the 
entire fire department confined itself to 
the manufacturing district. Several 
dwellings were destroyed, with a loss 
of about $10,000, and 11 stables were con- 
suined at a loss of nearly $10,000. Dam- 
age to other residences and buildings 
will not exceed $15,000. 

Two firemen, Arthur 
William Tornatti, were seriously in- 
jured. Several hundred men will be 
thrown out of employment as a result 
of the fire.
